A PROTECTIVE (?) LEAGUE. 


The Farmers’ Protective League is 
busily engaged in waging warfare 
‘against measures of greatest import 
to’ the working people of the state. 

Realizing the masses of working 
men who are quick to see the ines- 
timable benefit of the laws, the league 
has commenced a state-wide cam- 
paign against such bflls as the eight- 
hour bill, the water commission act, 
the single tax or loéa} taxation ex- 
emption, and the law for one day of 
rest in seven. 

The committees from the league 
are distributing literature, supplying 
“copy” to newspapers, and doing all 
within the power of a well organized, 
plentfifully financed body against the 
enactment of these measures. 

Taking the name of the Farmers’ 
Protective League, they are attempt- 
‘ing to give the impression that farm- 
ers in general are against the bills. 
They are raking their brains and pay- 
ing salaries to men who can bring 
forth any old sort of an argument 
against the workingmen’s measures, 


In literature which has‘been re- 
cejved by the Daily News, they openly 
set fcrth that their executive com- 
mittee, composed of President Mc- 
Kevitt of Sacramento, Hecke and 
Cutter, are authorized to conduct a 
vigorous campaign against the fol- 
lowing, which they submit are unan- 
imously tabooed by their organiza- 
tion: 


Amendment No. 3, the universal 
eight-hour bill. 

Amendment No. 6, water commis- 
sion act. 

Amendment No. 7, single tax or lo- 
cal taxation exemption.

They would 
realize that {t would mean to them, 
the farmers, what union rules have 
meant to union men, more prosperity 
from working hours made for human 
beings, and freedom from slavery and 
toil for fourteen hours, daily, only 
to hand the profits to the ones who 
are financing the great movement 
against four of the most friendly | 
laws to the workingman that were 
ever put before the voters of the 
state. 


INVESTIGATE, AND VOTE. 


With less than a week before the 
voting on the bonding of Richmond 
for, a filtration system, it behooves 
the voters, as a matter of public 
duty, to know what they are called 
to vote upon. They owe it to them- 
selves and to their fellow citizens to 
be well informed upon the question. 

The right of suffrage is that of 
both men and women now. The right 
is a duty as well. On a proposition 
of the importance of the proposed 
filtration system, and project to bring 
the water from the Sacramento river 
to this city, the future growth of the 
city is largely dependable, and every 
vote will effect in a great degree the 
future population of the city as well 
as the present inhabrtants. 

Richmond needs more water. It 
needs good water and it must event- 
ually have water. If the voter thinks 
that the present project is not feas- 
ible, after careful study, then it is 
his duty to vote it down. 

If the voter believes in the present 
project, then it is likewise a duty to 
go to the polls and register cad belief 
on the ballot. 4 . 

The bonding of thescity for’ more 
than two million dollars is a matter 
which should call forth study from 
every voter. 

The right of franchise carries with 
it the duty of informing upon all 
phases of the subject. A person who 
neglects to investigate is failing to 
perform the duty of a true American. 

Reports are at hand. Opinions of 
paid and Unpaid experts have been 
freely offered. The privilege of per- 


sonal investigation is offered in many 
of the details of the proposed pro- 
ject, It is up to every voter to con- 
sider well all sides of the proposition, 
and then vote accordingly, 

“In the few remaining days it is up 
to: many who have been inclined to 
let the matter pass with no attention 
to begin an investigation.

The congressmen who are bucking 
the bill should think of these things.

The plan in establishing such a 
commission is to turn matters of civic 
beautification, park needs, play- 
ground requirements, over to a board 
who shall consider these things in 
connection with the city as a whole, 
and report to the city council. 

The powers of the commission are 
almost exclusively advisory. But will 
the duties of the commission to watch 
over the whole of Richmond, and to 
pass upon all matters of city plan- 
ning, recommendations of high value 
and with great possibilities are forth- 
coming.
